The cost of doing business

Not many of us spare 
even a passing 
glance at the break- 
down of our tuition fees; 
there are just too many indi- 
vidual charges to properly 
assess where our money is 
going. 

But, with the Students' 
General Association elec- 
tions looming, it is impera- 
tive that each voting student 
knows how his or her money 
is spent, especially that 
which goes into the SGA 
fund. 

And that's where this 
story comes in. 

Tuition costs for a full- 
time student at Laurentian 
for the 2004-2005 academic 
term totalled $4,184 for most 
programs. In addition to 
that, each SGA student had 
to pay another $336.90 in 
compulsory incidental fees 
to attain affiliation with the 
association. 

But, where does that 
money go? 



Well, the bulk of the levy 
is split into two areas: athlet- 
ics and the 'ia\t govern- 
ment itself. g athletics fee 
of $85.95 is straight-forward 
enough; it's used to maintain 
the facilities in the 
Laurentian gym, including 
the weight room, swimming 
pool, and gymnasiums, 
which are available for use 
to all full-time students at no 
charge. A small percentage 
of this fee is given to the var- 
sity program. 

The SGA portion is 
where things get a little 
tricky. Each SGA student 
has to pay $96.00 to the asso- 
ciation, which is then split 
up in the following manner: 
Lambda, the student news- 
paper, gets $10, and CKLU, 
the on-campus radio station 
is given another $10. 
Affiliation with the 

Canadian Federation of 
Students costs another $11, 
and one dollar from every- 
one's student levy is award- 
ed to each of' the following: 
the Women's Centre, the 
Walkhome program and the 



World University Service of 
Canada, an interesting pro- 
gram which helps bring 
refugees to Laurentian to get 
an fHucation. The remain- 
ing 5>62 is used to pay the 
salaries of the members of 
the student government, the 
people who win the posi- 
tions in the upcoming elec- 
tion, as well as maint the 
SGA offices and pay for SGA 
events, like Frosh week, 
throughout the year. 

These two taxes make up 
a total of $181.95; the next 
expensive fee is a result of 
the SGA health plan, which 
runs each student another 
$65. This includes a rebate 
on most prescription drugs, 
plus the athletic therapy 
clinic. The health plan levy 
is the only one of the com- 
pulsory fees that a student 
can opt out of; everyone 
must pay the fee first, how- 
ever, and they will be 
refunded if they choose to 
opt out of the plan within the 
first few weeks of school. 

The Student Centre levy 
runs another $35; this charge 



is likely to be lowered as the 
cost of the construction of 
the centre is now fully paid 
off. A smaller fee will likely 
replace it to help with main- 
tenance. The universities 
health services costs $20, 
which keeps a doctor and 
nurse on-campus at all 
times. 

The graduation fee and 
student card fee are lumped 
together, adding up to $11, 
saving students from having 
to pay additional fees when 
they are ready to graduate. 
$10 is given to any college or 
professional school that the 
student is affiliated with, to 
help that school pay for any 
special events that they have 
planned. Off-campus hous- 
ing and the phys-ed upgrade 
fee both get $5 of the levy, 
and the final charge is a four- 
dollar fee for life insurance, 
which includes dismember- 
ment, rounding out the total 
at the $336.95. 

So now you know. 
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Guidelines 

For the purpose of the Special 

Elections Issue, candidates 
were to submit their own pro- 
files. To retain the authentici- 
ty of the profiles, these were 
not edited by Lambda for con- 
tent or for grammar and 
spelling. 
Inside, you will find that each 
candidate has been provided 
with an equal amount of 
space to present their plat- 
form. This was done to 
ensure equal coverage of all 

candidates. 
Further to this, profiles have 
been aranged in alphabetical 
order, based on the last name 

of the candidate.

Elect-stravaganza

If voter apathy is especially rampant 
among the youth demographic, bet- 
ter not tell the candidates in this 
week's Students' General Association 
elections. 

Laurentian University has been 
keeping track of the total number of 
votes cast in the last two yearly school 
elections, and the results are even 
worse than at the federal and munici- 
pal levels. While voter turnout among 
the 18-24 demographic is usually 
around 30-40 per cent at both those lev- 
els, the school has gotten only about 20 
per cent of the total full-time student 
voters over the last two years. In 2004, 
only 731 votes were cast, a paltry 17 per 
cent of total full-time students. The 
year before, 18 fewer votes were cast, 
only 713 votes or 22 per cent. Due to the 
double cohort, the total number of 
votes increased while the percentage of 
students voting decreased between 
2003 and 2004; there were more stu- 
dents eligible to vote last year, but a 
smaller percentage chose to do so. 

While the reasons for the tradition- 
ally low turnout at the highest electoral 
levels is usually due to certain estab- 
lished factors, the low turnout at 
Laurentian is more puzzling. In federal 
and provincial elections, the youth 
demographic often feels the candidates 
can't relate to them; at Laurentian, 
though, the candidates are students, 
just like the voters, so the low turnout 
is curious. 

With that in mind, the 2005 elec- 
tions are giving students the chance to 
have a voice in how the school is run 
and where their tuition money goes. In 
order to make your voice heard, how- 
ever, you need to know where and 
when to vote. 

Voting is open to all registered full- 
time students who have paid their fees. 

This year, voting will take place 
over the course of two days: March 23 
and 24, from 9 am to 7 pm both days. 
Voting booths will be set up in a num- 
ber of places to encourage students to 
vote. 

The residences at the federated uni- 
versities (Huntington, Thorneloe and 
the University of Sudbury) will all have 
ballot boxes set up during those two 
days. Students will have a chance to 
cast their votes at their residence. For 
Thorneloe voters, though, they can 
only vote in residence on the 23rd. 
Those voting on the 24th will have to 
go to Huntington or elsewhere to make 
their vote count. 

For students on the go or living off 
campus, there are other venues set up. 
Voting booths will be set up in the 
Phys-Ed building and the Great Hall 
(cafeteria). The cafeteria in the Fraser 
building will also accommodate a vot- 
ing booth; when the caf closes at 2 pm, 
the booth will move to near the Tim 
Hortons in the bowling alley. 

The votes will be counted by the 
elections committee as soon as the polls 
close on the 24th. Results will be post- 
ed outside the Students' General 
Association office (2nd floor, Parker 
building, Room SCE 212) and the Pub 
Down Under as soon as the results are 
known. 




As of March 14, to SGA Elections race was offocially on. For the next week, candidates will 
battle it out for a place on your SGA Executive. Polling stations will be set up throughout cam- 
pus on the election days (March 23 and 24) to make it easy for students to cast their vote. 



To help ensure the voting process is 
untainted by overzealous candidates, 
there are certain safeguards in place 
that are followed by the election com- 
mittee, explained Cathy Carroll, SGA 
president and a member of the commit- 
tee. 

The people that guard the voting 
booths are paid for their two days' 
work, Carroll said. Accepting applica- 
tions for the jobs helps make sure that 
none of the candidates can sneak them- 
selves or a friend in to take care of a 
voting booth and tamper with the bal- 
lots. 

"We advertise for months, and put 
up posters around the school," Carroll 
said. The committee also listens to can- 
didate suggestions as far as who can 
take care of a voting booth. 

To help protect the candidates run- 
ning for the various positions, the com- 
mittee allows the candidates to have a 
scrutineer. 

"A candidate can get someone to 
come in and watch us count the votes 
to make sure they aren't cheated," 
explained Tannys Laughren, executive 
director of the SGA. 

After the polls close at 7 pm on the 
24th, the committee gets together and 
counts the votes under the supervision 
of the Chief Returning Officer. This 
year, John "Doc" Livingstone is the 
CRO. He won the spot after applying in 
November. 

"The CRO reads each ballot out 



loud, and the committee members 
check off the name on their sheets," 
Laughren explained. "At the end, we 
all compare results for each position, 
and they have to all match. If they 
don't, we do it again." 

Laughren said that while the 
results almost always match up, dis- 
crepancies begin to appear the later the 
night gets. 

"After we've been there several 
hours, we get pretty tired," she 
laughed. 

The CRO has to keep track of the 
minute details of the election, 
Livingstone said. He is personally 
responsible for knowing the number of 
ballots that go to each voting station, as 
well as approving all the posters the 
candidates put up around the school. 
He read each biography the candidates 
sent to the Lambda to make sure the 
content was not offensive or inappro- 
priate. He also has to book the rooms 
for speeches made by the winners of 
the elections. He is ultimately responsi- 
ble for making sure none of the candi- 
dates' friends sneak onto the elections 
committee or the voting stations. 

Livingstone is the former vice-pres- 
ident of student issues and University 
College Representative. 

So now that you know where and 
when you can vote and what happens 
to your vote, what's stopping you from 
getting out there and letting your vote 
count?

demic and financial appeals; 

• Co-ordinate and chair the actions of the Constitution & Policy and 

Finance Committees; 

• Have an excellent working knowledge of the SGA/AGE 

Constitution, Bylaws, Standing Resolutions and Policies; 

• Have signing authority over SGA/AGE funds in conjunction with the 

Executive Director; 

• Write a monthly article for the student media and /or community 
media in order to create awareness of the SGA/AGE. If the President is 

unable to submit an article, the onus will be on the Vice President 

Student Issues; 
• Ensure the preparation of a budget prior to the third regular Board 

meeting; 
• Ensure that an annual audit is completed; 

• Attempt to ensure that the affairs of the SGA/AGE are conducted in 

a fiscally responsible manner; 
•Research the past Executives and Boards with the Vice President 
Student Issues to ensure completion of long term goals; 
• Attempt to ensure all monies controlled or allocated by the

Regional);

The SGA/AGE is the largest and strongest 
association on campus representing stu- 
dents at Laurentian for the past forty-three 
years. Broadly stated, the purpose of the 
SGA/AGE is to provide comprehensive represen- 
tation, services, cultural enhancement and enter- 
tainment to the student body at Laurentian 
University. 

Funded by its student members, the 
SGA/AGE is a collective voice and its resources 
apply to students' needs and interests, as well as 
existing to promote the welfare and desires of its 
student members. 

Through input into academic planning, proce- 
dures and policy at Laurentian the SGA/AGE 
provides political representation for students at 
the institutional, municipal, provincial, and feder- 
al levels of government. 

The SGA/AGE offers a multitude of useful 
and attractive services for its student members. 
Included amongst these are the SGA/AGE Health 
Plan, the Pub Downunder, the Student 
Handbook, Frosh Activities, CKLU (student radio 
station), LAMBDA (student newspaper), and the 
Walkhome. 

Overall the SGA/AGE is an organization that 
exists for one main reason - to serve the students! 

The SGA was formed in 1962 because students 
of Laurentian University recognized the need to 
speak with a singular voice in asserting the needs 
and concerns of members. The basic aims of the 
association are: 

• To foster a united student movement among 
Laurentian students regardless of gender, race, 
religion, colour, ethnicity, language, nationality, 
geographical location, sexual orientation, ability 
or age;

• To facilitate co-operation among students in
